The congregation of St. Peter's 
church last Sunday evening listened 
with very close attention as the pas- 
tor, Rev. Dr. MacTavish gave some 
of his impressions of and his exper- 
fences fm the West during his recent 
visit there. Speaking of Manitoba 
the speaker said/that that Province 
had recently celebrated the jubilee 
of its entrance into Confederation. 


The contrast between the conditions, 


in 1870 and now was very striking. 
Fifty years ago the site of the pres- 
nt noble city of Winnipeg was a 
ittle fort—-Fort Garry. Large herds 
of ‘bucalo then foamed) lover the 
plains, the Hudson’s Bay posts were 
almost the only stores. schools were 
few, and there were scarcely any 
churches or anything else to give 
visibility to religion. But wonderful 
strides have been made since then. 
On Jubilee day the new Parliament 
buildings were opened in Winnipeg, 
and what is practically a savings 
bank under Government control was 
established, 

Speaking of Saskatchewan the 
speaker said thdt that province was 
alive to the interests .of education. 
Premier Martin, a son of the manse, 
is Minister of Education and he has 
spent much of his time lately in 
delivering addresses in various parts 
of the province. The schools in Sas- 
katOon will rank with the best in 
any city in’ Canada. 

Dr. MacTavish was greatly inter- 
ested in the clubs in Regina, espe- 
cially the Rotary and Kimanis clubs, 
These promote greater socibility am- 
ong the business and professional 
men and they are elevating and en- 
nobling. the moral tone of the whole 
community. While admitting that it 
would not be possible to have as 

ood a club in Madoc as either the 

otary ot Kiwanis club in Regina 
Dr. MacTavish expressed the hope 
that something might be done here 
to teach the citizens the art of team 
thinking—the art of thinking togeth 
er. Men must learn that the com- 
munity has certain claims upon them 
which should not be ignored. 

Temperance sentiment is strong 
in the West and the temperance force 
es expect to win in the referendum 
on October 25th.

GIVING AWAY OUR BIRTHRIGHT 


In our column, ‘fTwenty years 
ago,” which is filled with editorial 
extracts and news items taken from 
the weekly Sun of two decades ago 
an item recently appeared showing. 
that the Government of that day 
had given away 2,500,000 acres of 
pulp wood land to a company who 
were supposed to build a pulp mill 
in the néighborhood. These exploit- 
ers* also secuted a money grant 
from the Dominion Government of 
$416,000 to enable them to build a 
railway to carry out their pulp. This 
announcement, coupled with the pre 
sent revelations regarding irregular- 
ities in the administration of the 
Lands and Forests Department, all 
goes to show that this department 
has long since been a political foot- 
ball. It -has always been a fruitful 
source of campaign funds, timber 
limits being given away to party 
heelers, who in turn financed the 
Governments at election time. 

The Drury Government deserves 
praise for having courageously gone 
about the cleansing of this festering 
sore. The Proyince, however, will 
expect more than the mere publish- 
ing of facts regarding the stealing 
and exploiting which has been g0- 
ing on for years. The people are get- 
ting tired of this grafting and prof- 
iteering-——jail should be the final 
chapter of this timber investigation. 
If a few of these chief grafters were 
incarcerated in the Provincial peni- 
tentiary it would prove a most sal- 
ujary lesson to other would-be graft- 
ers. 

Another lesson which should be 
learned from the exposure is that 
our forestry policy is as out of date 
and archaic as it is possible ‘to be. 
In many parts of continental Europe 
notably in France, Belgium and Ger- 
many, forests have become sources 
of revenue.There are cities in these 


countries which own forests adja- | 


cent ¢o their borders which are 80 
profitable as to altogether eliminate 
the necessity of paying any civic tax 
es. If a progressive forestry policy 
had been adopted 20 years ago and 
those tWo and a half million acres 
properly utilized by the Govern- 
ment, there would almost have been 
sufficient revenue today from that 
one source to pay for the entire 
charges of Government, Paper man- 
ufacturers are making fortunes 
from the output of pulp and paper. 
In the past our Governments scorn- 
ed to conserve our forest lands, wat- 
er powers and other natural resource 
es. preferring to give them away 
to party hacks and grafters. It is 
about time that an exposure of our 
handling of the lands and forests 
department was made, and a new 
and more public spirited policy 
adopted.

“Cargo” tonnage refers to either 
“weight” or “measurement.” The 
weight ton in North America and 
Great Britain is the English long ton 
of 2,240 pounds. A measurement ton 
represents forty ‘cubic feet of space. 

“Gross” tonnage refers to vessels 
and not to cargo. It is found by di- 
viding the capacity of the vessel's 
closed-in spaces in cubic feet by 100 
A veasel ton is 100 cubic feet. 

“Net” tonnage is a vessel’s gross 
tonnage Iess the space occupied by 
crew, engine room, bunkers, etc. In 
other words, it is the space available 
for passengers and, cargo. 

The “displacement” of a vessel is 
the absolute weight in long tons of 
the veasel and its contents. Its 
“light” displacement is its weight 
without stores, coal or cargo. lis 
“loaded” displacement is the weight 
of the vessel with cargo, fuel and 
stores.

Let us suppose that 100 
cKizens were enrolled in such a 
league. Each one would be asked 
to indicate ‘on a slip of papcr the 
subject he regarded as most wor- 
thy of consideration. These ‘slips 
of paper would be given to someone 
entitled tg receive them, and he 
would be asked to report upon them 
If the 100 did as was requested 
it might be found that 60 preferred 
a park and athletic field, 30 favored 
a community hall, and the remain- 
ing 10 suggested that a small hos- 
pital be built. At the first meeting 
the subject for discussion would be 
a park or athletic field, for that was 
the subject the majority favored; 
the other subjects would be consid- 
ered in. their order at subsequent 
meetings. The league, having decid- 
ed what it wanted would then take 
steps to secure it. 

Go on, Mr. Editor, with your agi- 
jation, and teach us citizens vo 
cultivate the art of team thinking 
for when we get together something 
worth while will be accomplished.

LAWYER LOOKS BACKWARD, 
THE FARMER FORWARD 

Twenty-two farmer candidates 
have already been nominated in On- 
tario for the Federal House, but it 
is to be hoped that every rural con- 
stituency in Canada will put a farm- 
er in the field. 

In the past we have been govern- 
ed very largely by lawyers, to the 

igreat detriment of the country’s 
twelfare. In the nine Provincial Les- 
islatures and in the Federal Pariia- 
ment there are 880 members, and of 
these exactly one-fourth, or 320 are 
lawyers. The legal profession repre- 
sent one-fifteenth of onme\ per cent. 
of our population, yet they consti- 
tute 25 per cent. of our legislators. 

On the other hand, farmers num- 
ber 56 per cent of the population. 
but have less than 18 per cent. of 
the representatives, or 155 as com- 
pared with 220 lawyers, and this in 
spite of the recent landslide in On- 
tario. 

The lawyer by training is not a 
progressive man. He looks back- 
ward and not forward. He searches 
for precedent from the musty and 
mouldy files of old law books. De- 
spite this handicap and the further 
disadvantage that a great many law- 
yers are in the pay of big corpora- 
tions we have had them make prac- 
tically all our laws, which account 
for our lack of progress. 

In contrast to the lawyer who 
jJooks backward the farmer must 
look forward. He is always planting

DEATH OF WELL KNOWN MINER | 


The announcement of the death 
of Stephen Wellington came as a 
great shock to the citizens of Madoc.

What then shall we say in Madoc’s 
indebtedness to Mr. Wellington, who 
out of the secret recesses of the 
earth has produced material the 
handling of which has enabled many

perform work. When caused by im-_ 


perfectly masticated food, the cause 
can usually be told by the appear- 
ance of the feces. Colicky pains are 
sométimes present an hour or so after 
feeding. The animal has a general 
unthrifty appearance and lacks vigor. 

Treatment.——-As a large percentage 
of cases is due to inability of masti-| 
cate properly, the mouth should al- 
ways be carefully examined. If the 
teeth require attention and the owner 
tas neither the necessary instruments 
nor the skill to correct the fault he 
should take the horse to a veterinar- 
ian. In horses about three years old 
the trouble is very often due to un- 
shed molar crowns, Nos. 1 and 2 in 
each row. In a horse about four years 
old No. 8 in each row. These crowns 
can ‘be easily removed by the use of 
a pair of small tooth forceps or a 
pair of pincers.. In older horses the 
trouble is very often due to sharp 
points or projections of tooth sub- 
stance on the outer edge of the upper 
molars or the inner edge of the lower 
ones; to a long tooth that requires 
shearing, or other month trouble that 
can be corrected only by an expert 
with the necessary instruments.

Cultivation of the Hoed Crops. 


The Hoed Crops in Ontario are 
made up principally of corn, beans, 
potatoes, turnips, mangels, and car- 
rots. These crops occupy fully one 
million acres annually. During the 
past fifteen ‘years, the area used for 
corn has increased, that used for 
roots has decreased, and that for po- 
tatoes has remained practically. the 


All the root crops here referred to 
do well after sod, especially after 
tlover, 7. is generally well to have 
the land ploughed in the early aut- 
umn. If manure is available, the land 
could be worked before winter, ma- 
nured and placed in narrow ridges 
about thirty inches apart., This en- 
ables the frost to work on the sub- 
soil between the ridges, and preserves 
the fertility in the ridges themselves. 
Land prepared in this way works 
splendidly in the spring when brought 
into cultivation. In the .case of po-' 
tatoes! it is much better to manure 
in the autumn than in the spring, 
and its is frequently recommended 
to. manure even for the crop previous. 
in order to prevent the development 
of a large amount of scab on the 
tubers. Farmyard manure for the, 
Hoed Crops can often be snpplemeni- 
ed to advantage by a limited use of 
commereial fertilizers. The ferti-

Jean Jacques Dersalines, known as 
Jean Jacques I, Emperor of Haiti, was 
a rough and Mliterate negro of in- 
defatigable energy who, in 1801 to 1803, 
defied the French general, Leclerc, 
brother-in-law of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
and a French army of 25,000 troops, 
finally forcing the French to evacuate 
the island in November, 1808. 

Dessalines was born in 1758 at 
Grand Riviere, Haiti, and sold as a 
slave at Cane Francais, now called 
Cape Haltien, In 1791, he became one 
of the trusty subordinates of Francois 
Dominique Toussaint, with the rank of 
lleutenant-general,

How many Canadians would favor 
a policy of reckless consumption of 
our timber, without regard for the 
needs of the nation ten, twenty of 
forty years hence? We venture to 
eay not many. Yet the Canadian For- 
estry Journal reproduces remarks by 
Sir Andrew McPhail against any con- 
sideration of the future in the shap- 
ing of timber policy. “If you are dis- 
posed to ask for advice,” the profes- 
sor calmly says; “‘the advice one 
would give you would .to con- 
tinue in your work, get rid of all the 
pulpwood that exists as quickly as 
possible, for this reason: that if you 
don't, it will only perish, and we of 
this generation might as well get 
what we can out of it. Nor need we 
of this generation concern ourselves 
too much about the future. We have 
done our part in the world, and let 
those who come after us do their 
share; and if they will look into your 
records, they will find that you tor- 
tured and tormented yourselves into 
finding a solution.” 

It is calculated that forest. fires, 
and other waste of standing timber, 
have cost the provincial treasuries 
a thousarfd million dollars in lost 
stumpaige fees. But Canadian house- 
holders know, from practical experi- 
ehce in housing to-day, what are the 
economic results of the cutting down 
of our timber resources. Even if a 
small proportion of valuable forest 
Yand is burned over, should we reck- 
lessly exhaust the remainder, merely 
because our children or our children’s 
children will have to meet the prob- 
lem?

Lioyd George, who, as that time, Was 
president of the British Government's 
Board of Trade, immediately took ac- 
tion upon this suggestion and shortly | 
afterwards arrangements were made 
for the appointment of four trade | 
commissioners. One was sent to Aus- | 
tralia. one to South Africa, one to 
New Zealand, and one to Canada with 
headquarters at Montreal, 

Some years later, the Dominions’ 
Royal Commission. commenced and 
duly comipleted its tour of the British 
Empire. The commission Was com- 
posed of representatives of the Brit- 
ish Government and of the various 
Dominion Government, Sir George 
Foster, representing Canada, Their 
work, broadly speaking, was to in- 
vestigate the natural resources, trade 
prospects and kindred matters in the 
British Empire. They visited all the 
Dominions and in Canada traveled 
from Halifax to Vancouver, stopping 
at practically all the most important 
points and taking a great amount of 
useful evidence. During their visit 


to this Dominion, they soon realized | 
that it was impossible for one trade | 


commissioner, however capable and 
energetic he might be, satisfactorily 
to cover the duties in the entire Dom- 
inion of Canada in addition to the 
Dominion of Newfoundland. They, 
therefore, recommended, in their re- 
port on Canada and in their final 
repsrts the extension of Great Bri- 

n’s trade commissioner service, 
not only in this country but in other 
parts of the Empire, They proposed 
that the number of trade commission- 
ers should be increased from four to 
sixteen, the number in Canada to be 
increased from one to four. This re- 
commendation was adopted, The re- 
sult is that a senior commissioner has 


now been appointed with headquar- | 
ters at Montreal; that commissioners’ 


have been appointed at Toronto and 


Winnipeg, and that one will proDaDly | ements 


be appointed at Vancouver. 


The primary duty of his Majesty's 
trade commissioners appointed in 
various parts of the British Empire 
comprises the collection of informa- 
tion in regard to opportunities that 
may arise for securing and develop- 
ing the trade of the United Kingdom, 
and such other parts of the British 
Empire, as may. express a de- 
sire to avail themselves of the facili-

Instructions are also given to trade 
-commissionpers to report from time 
to time to the Board of Trade, and 
to the Governments of such parts of 
the British Empire as may invite 
them to do so, on'all matters affect- 
ing, or likely to affect, the trade, in- 
dustry, and commerce of their area, 


that may come under their notice. 


The trade commissioners are also 
directed to furnish information in re- 
gard to tariffs, subsidies, bounties, 
contracts open, or likely to be open, 
for tender, the opening of new indus- 
tries, the extention of public works, 
financial and trade conditions, and\ 
other matters of commercial interest, 
whilst they are to report, as occasion 
requires, on the nature and extent of 
foreign competition in the local mar- 
kets so far as it affects British trade. 

Many organizations are working 
with a view to closer Anglo-Cana- 
dian trade relations. In addition to 
the Canadian trade commissioners in 
the United Kingdom there js the 
Canadian Trade Mission. The. Feder- 
ation of British Industries, represent- 
ing approximately 19,000 United 
Kingdom firms, has effected an ar- 
rangement with the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association for the inter- 
change of views and information. The 
British Agents’ Association, with of- 
fices at Montreal, has for eighteen 
years been doing good work on be- 
half of British trade in Canada. Dur- 
ing the past year, the Canadian As- 
sociation of British Manufacturers 
and their representatives was formed 
with the assistance of the British 
Trade Commissioners in Canada.

In striking contrast are the houses 
of the Wichita Indians, who may be 
said to live in. baskets. Their dwell- 
ings are huge baskets turned upside 
down, the framework being of slender 
oak saplings and the outer covering 
of straw tied on in bunches. Nearby 
is erected, for safety Against depre- 
dation by dogs, a platform on poles 
for drying and curing meat and other 
food supplies. 

The houses of the California Indians 
are circular in shape and substan- | 
tially built of planks. There is al- 
ways a family sitting room outside— 
a light structure of poles roofed with 
leafy boughs to keep off the sun on 
hot days. Another feature is a sort 
of granary—va huge basket of poles, 
in the form of an inverted cone, 
which holds the crop of acorns gath- 


ered in autumn for winter bread- |. 


making. 
The ancestors of the modern Moki | 


and Zuni Indians of the southwest | 


built huge, fortress-like apartment ! 
houses of hewn stone, which, perched 
on shelves of inaccessible cliffs, were | 
in effect small towns under one roof. 
Their descendants to-day, the times 
being peaceful, dwell in open coun- 
try, but their’ villages of “adobe” 
preserve the ancient architectural 
pattern, being communal habitations 
to which additions are made as more 
rooms are demanded by increase of 
population. 

The idea of the apartment house 
was highly developed in America long 
before Columbus landed. It was fa- 
miliar in the domestic architecture 
not only of our own southwest, but 
also on the northwest coast, where 
the aborigines dwelt, as they do to- 
day, in huge wooden buildings of 
massive construction. 

These are one story, with an attic 
above, and, may be 200 feet or more 
in length: Through the middle, from 
one end to the other, runs a hallway 
like a hotel corridor, ypon which the 
rooms open. Each room is the liv- 
ing quarters of a family and has its 
own fireplace, a hole in the roof. 

In front of th house stands a 
“totem pole,” which’ is a giant forest | 
tree peeled of its bark, denuded of its 
limbs, and carved into a wonderful 
heraldic column, with, mythological 
creatures weirdly sculptured and 
painted. It recites the history and 
traditions of the clan that occupies 


the great house, and is surmounted | 


by the figure of a bear or a whale 
or whatever may be the ‘‘crest”’ of 


the clan. |
